SCIENTIFIC HORTICULTURE 

A very interesting experiment has 
been made in scientific tree doctor- 
ing at Pasadena High School within 
the past year.

The oranges 
were very small and the trees were 
covered with scale, W. S. Kienholz, 
professor of agriculture in the Pasa- 
dena schools, imduced the board to 
permit an experiment.

and cultivated them, cut the dead 
wood and performed certain feats of 
tree surgery. As a result of their 
work a hundred boxes of oranges 
were picked from the trees last week 
and were declared by orange ex- 
perts to rank as No. 1 navels. They 
were so sold, the net profits of the 
same having been turned over to the 
board of education. The authorities 
now are pointing to the result as a 





potent argument in favor of the 
study of scientific agriculture and 
horticulture by all who intend to 
make their future living from the 
soil.

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CHURCHES SHOW GAIN BY CEN- 
SUS REPORT 


There 763,078 more churcu 
members in the United States than a 
year ago, according to a census just 
completed and reported by the Fed- 
eral Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America. This is an aver- 
age yearly. increase, which means 
that the various denominations have 
been “holding their own" so far as 
figures go, 

The total church membership now, 
to these statistics, is 38,- 
708,149. The increase in the number 
of ministers over last year was 3212, 
which is unusually large, while tie 
total increase of churches was 1441, 
which is unusually small. 

All the larger denominations share 
in the increase. Baptists gained 122,- 
125; eastern orthodox churches, 36,- 
500; Roman Catholic church, 136,850; 
Lutheran, 56,248; German Evangeli- 
cal Synod, representing the state 
church of Prussia, 29,315; Methodists, 
231,460; Presbyterian, 56,019; Pro- 
testant Episcopal, 28,641. 

Detail statistics for some of 
larger denominationss follow: 

Baptists—Fifteen branches; 6,179,- 
622. Of these branches, the largest 
are: Northern, 1,238,323; Southern 
2,592,217; colored, 2,018,868. 

Catholic—Eastern orthodox, 458,500.

Catholic—Western, 13,813,187, Of 
these, 13,794,687 are of the Roman 
Catholic church and 18,500 of the Pol- 
ish church. The Roman Catholic 
church has gained nearly 1,250,000 
since 1910 and more than 5,500,000 
since 1900. 


Congregationalists—755,088. 
Disciples of Christ—Two branches; 
1,519,821. This denomination — re- 
ported an annually small gain in 
members—452. Their statistician ex- 
plains this is due to at least two 
things: continued separation of con- 
servative members, known as_ the 
Churches of Christ, and more exact 
reports in place of estimates. 
Lutherans—Twenty-one bodies; 2,- 
444,970. The general synod reports 
$40,441; the general council, 479,765, 
and the synodical conference 850,772. 
Methodist—Sixteen bodies; 7,328,- 
829. The eMthodist Episcopal mem- 
bership is 3,603,265, and the eMthod- 
ist Episcopal South, 2,005,707. The 
Methodist Episcopal church, the sec- 
ond largest denomination in the coun- 
try reports nearly 700,000 increase 
since 1900.” 
Presbyterian—Twelve bodies; 2,- 
083,617. The northern branch has a 
membership of 1,442,498 and the 
southern 310,602. The United Pres- 
byterian membership is 148,220, show- 
ing an increase of 6139 during the 
year. 
Protestant Episcopa!—1,015,248, and 
Reformed Episcopal, 10,800. Thus the 
Protestant Episcopal church crossed 
the million line, having gained 86,468 
since 1910 and more than 300,000 
since 1900. 
Reformed—Four bodies; 478,951. 
Of these, 123,143 are with the Dutch 
Reformed and 312,600 with the Ger- 
man Reformed. 
United Brethren—Two bodies; 343,- 


016. 

Totals for other denominations fol- 
low: Adventists, 98,927; Brethren, 
four bodies, 121,475; Christian Sci- 
ence, 85,096 (these figures are for 
1907.) >

We have found oranges, for instance, 
in which the solids vary from nine 
to ten, and many other variations, 
none of which are deleterious to the 
nutritive value of the fruit. Possibly 
a sliding scale standard will be 
available.”
